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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Obinata et al. (6,987,716). 

Obinata et al. discloses the invention as claimed. The reference shows the 
electronic device having: a driving device (34) which comprises a loading mechanism 
for a rotating recording medium and can control a rotational speed of the rotating 
recording medium loaded in the loading mechanism (see for example Figs. 1 and 2); 
and a control device (see for example Figs. 2 and 6) which controls the rotational 
speed of the driving device on the basis of a determined type of information by 
determining a type of information recorded on the rotating recording medium (see Figs. 
4, that shows after determining the type of information recorded in step 102, setting the 
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rotational speed corresponding to the media type, in step 103), as set forth in the 
claims. 

The reference further teaches: the determining the type of information in the 
initial operation (for example when the disk is loaded during when initialization is 
performed, see column 5, lines 20-65), as set forth in claims 2 and 9; determining the 
type of information includes audio sounds and setting to a lower speed (see for example 
Fig. 3 lookup table that shows audio information such as Audio (MPEG-4), and the 
speed for setting the rotational speed based on such audio type information), as set 
forth in claims 3 and 10; having a higher rotational speed when the type of information is 
determined to be information accompanied by a large amount of data (such as DVD 
ROM, see Fig. 3), as set forth in claims 4 and 1 1 ; having the looking up table to 
determine the rotational speed setting based on the type of information (see Figs. 3 and 
7), as set forth in claims 5, 7, 12 and 14; and determining whether the recording 
medium is loaded prior to determination of the type of information (not specifically 
described, however taken to be inherent to the mechanism, since the medium needs to 
be loaded first in the drive 34 before the information can be read in order to determine 
the type of information), as set forth in claims 6 and 13. See also the description of the 
apparatus and figures for further details relating to the limitations as set forth in the 
claims.
